To ky o , Feb. 16 (ZP)—A J apan­ 
ese nav al spo kesman indicated 
to day J apan wo uld endo rse a 
wo rld nav al ag reement limiting 
the number o f warships o f wo rld 
po wers. 
“ If the po wers wo uld appro ach 
J apan with the idea o f quanti­ 
tativ e limitatio n uppermo st, it 
wo uld make a fav o rable impres­ 
sio n,” the spo kesman said in a 
discussio n o f means to end the 
threat o f a wo rld nav al building 
race. 
Giv ing his perso nal v iew o f 
J apan’s disag reement in prin­ 
ciple with the request by the 
United States, Great Britain and 
France fo r J apanese nav al build­ 
ing info rmatio n, the nav al in­ 
fo rmant said: 
“ It wo uld in effect bind o ur 
co untry with qualitativ e limita­ 
tio n, and if we refuse, then the 
po wers co ncerned are g o ing to 
make it a pretex t fo r ex pansio n 
o n imag inary g ro unds that we 
also are ex panding .” 
Qualitativ e limitatio n (limit­ 
ing the size o f warships) wo uld 
be in co ntradictio n to J apan’s 
stand a t the Lo ndo n nav al co n­ 
ference, he said. 
The 1936 Lo ndo n nav al treaty 
lim its warships to 35 ,000 to ns 
and cruisers to 8,000 to ns. The 
three inquiring po wers seek to 
learn whether J apan is co n­ 
structing o r intends to co nstruct 
men-o f-war abo v e these limits. 
(J apan is no t an adherent to the 
treaty , fro m which sig nato ries 
are freed if its restrictio ns are 
ex ceeded by any po wer.) 
Autho ritativ e 
so urces hav e 
said the J apanese g o v ernment 
wo uld refuse the info rmatio n o n 
her nav al building , in no tes 
which may be handed to the am­ 
bassado rs o f the inquiring na­ 
tio ns o n Friday . 
The nav al spo kesman, ques­ 
tio ned 
to day whether 'J apan 
m^g ht make an ex ceptio n o f her 
po licy o f secrecy to prev ent a 
wo rld nav al race, said: 
“ If the J apanese principle o f 
no n-menace, and no n-ag g res­ 
sio n is trusted, there is no dan­ 
g er o f J apan starting a nav al 
race. Ho wev er, if o ther po wers 
build and menace o ur security , 
J apan canno t sit idly by .” 
A brief nav al anno uncement 
said 26 9 Chinese planes were 
sho t do wn, 36 8 Chinese planes 
were destro y ed o n the g ro und 
and 6 9 J apanese planes were lo st 
since the co nflict in China be­ 
g an last J uly 7 .

HI FDML FITMENT 


New Castle, Ind., Feb. 16 — A 
fourth and final dividend of 19.9 
per cent, amounting to $42,- 
032.19, will be available to the 
depositors of the defunct First 
National bank a t Lewisville, ef­ 
fective today , Aldon Baker, re­ 
ceiver, announced. 
The checks will be available at 
the qffice of the receiver in the 
First National bank building in 
New Castle. 
This pay ment will mark the 
liquidation of the bank as far 
as the receiver is concerned, it 
was stated. In all, the common 
creditors received 54.4 per cent 
in dividends, including the pres­ 
ent pay ment of 19.9 per cent, for 
a total of $118,772.46. The fail­ 
ure meant a loss of nearly $100,- 
000 to the depositors. 
Some preferred claims are* not 
included in the total figure, as 
the receiver was concerned only 
in accounting to the common 
creditors, it was pointed out. 
The bank failed in 1932, prior 
to the banking holiday when 
Hawley Hall, the cashier disap­ 
peared and allegedly took with 
him all available cash. He has 
not been found. 
It has been 
variously estimated tha t Hall 
embezzled between $24,000 and 
$35,000 and most of the money 
was received from the sale of 
securities left with the bank for 
safe keeping. 
This phase of the case reached 
the federal court in Indianap­ 
olis and the court held tha t the 
bank was responsible for the de­ 
positors’ bonds. Most of the se­ 
curities were in a safe deposit 
box in Indianapolis and Hall 
was alleged to have sold the se­ 
curities without the knowledge 
of the owners.
